\T7E Proceed to thoſe. Degrees of Ho- 
'V \- notir that-are-leſsNoble, and accoun- 


ted Amongſt Commoners. The firſt of which 
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the Kniyhts of the Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter ; they are' called the Knights of St.George 
and were inſtituted by King Edward the 34. 
Anno 1359. which was fifty years before the 
Order of St. Michael in France,229 years be- 
fore the Order of the Holy Ghoſt in France, 
80: years before the Order of the Golden- 
Fleece ini Burgandy,,and 209 years before. 
that of the Elephant in Denmark. 

The Ceremonies of this Order are many, 
and too. long to recite ; the occaſion was, 
that King|\Edwerd'the 3d might more firmly 
unite the hearts of his-principal Peers and 
Friends to him-inthe FrenchWars,the Num- 
ber 1s 26, whereof the King is Sovereign 5 
and upon the Death of any one; another is 
to he choſen by the King : The Honourable:

it he inſtituted this Order, confiſting of 300 
Barons : Their. Calilar: was of round .Cor- 
dons of white Silk, woven" :in Love-knots, 
2nd interlaced: with: the Letters: S. and R, 
to which hung an Oval of Gold, wherein 
was enamelled a Sword, the Blade Silyer, 
the Hilt Gold ; and about” the Oval was 
this Motto, Securitas Regni. The King him- 
ſelf was great Maſter of the Order. 


Knights of St. Anthony in Ethiopia 


Were inſtituted by Prefter John, about 
the Year 370. and dedicated to St. Artho- 
y,Patron of that 'Coumry : They followed 
the Rule of St. Baſſi/; and for their Habit 
they wear a black Garment: Their Enſign 1s 
a blew Croſs inform of a LetterT. They yow 
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to defend the Chriſtian Religion, to yield 
Obedience to their Supertours ; they ob- 
ſerve conjugal Chaſtity, but do not marry 
without Licenſe | from their Abbat. The 
eldeſt Son of a. Noble Man cannot be admit+- 
ted, but the ſecond Son may; and if-a 
Man of any Degree have three Sons, he is 
bound to enter one into this Order, except 
he be a Phyſician. 


The Knights of the Burgundian Croſs in 
Tunis f{3-IC 


Were erefted by Muleaſfes, King of Twmis, 
Ann0 1535. Their Enſign was a Burgundian 


Croſs, to which was added a Steel, ftriking 


ſparks of Fire out of a Flint , with this 
Inſcription, Barbaria. This Badg hung to a 
Collar of Gold. 


Knights of the Broom- flower in France 


Were erected by Lewis the goth. Their 
Collar was compoſed of Broom-flower Cods, 
mixed with Lozenges, enamelled with 
Flower-de-laces; at which hung a Croſs 
formy-flory, with this Motto, Exakas Hur 
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Knights of the Ship in F Pance.

ſome on greater Revenues. Another Reaſon 
(as ſome think) why theſe Men are choſen” 
into Jurors, &c.-is becauſe the,;poorer ſort 
through need might be eaſily corrupted. 

In old time the Yeomen were famous for 


 Man-hood; for our Infantry,which have been 


ſo renowned for Archery through the world, 
(and that ſo often conquered the French, ) 
were compoſed of Yeoman : They have 
many peculiar Previleges, which- are al- 
lowed to no other Nation ; as that no Free- 
man of England can be impriſoned, or on- 
ted of his Eſtate, or Poſſeſſion, without Or- 
der of Law, and juſt cauſe firſt ſhewn : if he 
be impriſoned he cannot be denyed a Ha- 
beas Corpns, and if no juſt cauſe be ſhewed, 
he is to be ſet at Liberty.

SeCt. 10. Of Roundles and Drops, &c. 


Note, that in Coat Armour there are ſome 
"things which are all of one form, but have 
divers Names, and conſequently ſeveral Sig- 
nifications, from their Colours. Of theſe 
the chiefeſt are Roundles or Drops. 

Firſt, the Roundles, (called by the vulgar 
Balls, and Bullets.) Theſe have nine ſeve- 
ral names according to their Nine ſeveral 
Metals and Colours uſed in Armory.

2 White, or Silver, are called Plates. 

3 Red, or Gules, are called Tortuauxes. 
4 Blew, or Azure, are called Hurts. 

5 Green, or Vert, are called Pomeis.

7 Black, or Sable, are called Pellets, or

o Murry, or Sanguin, are called Guezes. 


The Beſlant ſhews great-profit brought by 
the Bearer to the King and Countrey. 

The Plate ſhews the ſame, but leſler ; al- 
ſo Riches in the firſt Bearer. 
' The Tortuaux ſhews the firſt Bearer to be 
a Prieſt, or religious Perſon , or one-that 
had done much for the Church. | 

The Hurt ſhews one who had received 
much hurt by his Enemies, but not to woun- 
ding. Guillium calls: them Whorts, or, as 
ſome call them, Whortle-berries.

CHAP XEXI

Aving ſpoken of thoſe: things that 
/& make Men Honourable, 1 : ſhall' now 
ſpeak of thoſe things that'do leſlen and a» 
bate the Reputation of thoſe Perſons who 
have the Honour of 'bearing Coat-Ar- 
mour; and theſe are therefore called Abate- 


ments of Honour, which happens when a 


Gentleman, &c. doth commit ſome ungen- 
teel Aftion ; for which the Heralds think 
fit to ſet ſame note of Infamy upon the 
Party : And this is that which we ron 

| call 
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call a Blot in their Eſcoucheon : Of theſe 
Armoriſts reckon nine, which are ever made 
of one of the Stainant Colours, viz. Tenne 
or Sanguin ; elſe it's poſlible that ſome of 
them may be Arguments of Honour as in 
the Delft, Guſlet, &c. 

The firſt is the Delf: ; it is ſet in the 

middle of the Eſcoucheon, elſe it ig not a 
Blot, (it muſt ſtand on one of its ſides,) 
and is given to one that revoketh his 
Lngs 6 as if dirt were thrown in his 
ace. 
' The ſecond is an Ineſconcheon reverſt , 
which is a ſmall Eſcoucheon turn'd up fide 
down in the middle of the Eſcoucheon. 
This is due to him that diſcourtiouſly in- 
treateth Maid, or Widow, &c. againſt her 
Will; and alſo for him that flyeth from his 
Sovereign's Banner. 

The Third is called a Pojns, parted Dex- 
tre, that is ; when the upper right corner 
of the Eſcoucheon is parted from the whole, 
and is given to him, who boaſteth too much 
of his Deeds in War. 

' The Fourth is Point in Point , which 
conſiſteth of two arched Lines,and the mid- 
dle ends are joined in the middle of the E- 
ſcoucheon, and ſo both paſs circularly te 
the ſides near the Bottom, thereby cutting 
| off as it were a- great part of the Eſcou- 
G5 cheon 
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cheon, at the” lower part ; and is given to 
one that is unwilling: to fight. 

The Fifth is called a Porn Champane ; it is 
made of one hollow arched Line, which as 
it were cuts off, or hideth the bottom of 
the Eſcoucheon, but more at each ſide than 
in the middle : It is given to him that Kkil- 
teth his. Priſoner in cold Blond, ard when 
he may as well fave him alive. 

'Fhe Sixth is called a Plajn Point, where- 
in'the bottom of the Eſconcheon ſeems to 
be coyered by a ſtreight Line, drawn from 
fide to fide ; and is proper for him that 
inventeth' falſe News,or Lies to his Prince ; 
poſſibly the'late French Ambafſadour ought 
ro be ſo ſerved. 

The Seventh is called a Gore; it conſiſt- 
2th of two hollow Lines,one whereof begins 
at the; upper icfr Corner, or Siniſter Chief 
of the Eſcoucheon, and the other at the 
riddle of the Bottom or Baſe Poiat, and 
to rneet in the middle. IPs proper for him 
that's a Coward, or Feminine-hearted. 


The Eighth 1s called a Gufer ; it is made 


by drawing, a Line a little ſloping from 
the upper corner of the Eſcoucheon, about 
one third of the Breadth,”and then lerting 
it fall perpendicular to the Bottom :; : It 18 
given on the right ſide, to ſhew the Bearer
